Canada war 1.461.42.5 »f whom 
j thirty-seven per cent, ware British, 
thirtv-six per cent, from the United 
States, and t wenty-seven per cent, 
from other countries. During the 
war period immigration from Great 
Britain fell off very greatly and from 
the United states considerably. The 
total from all countries was 405,476, 
of whom eighteen per cent, were 
British and sixty-seven per cent, 
from the United Slates. 

With the conclusion of the war. 
British immigration showed a rapid 
increase, and the proportions for the 
first year after the war were fifty- 
one per cent. British, forty-two per 
cent, from the United States, and 
the remainder from other countries. 

The shipping situation is still a 
factor limiting British immigration, 
but this is graduaity being corrected.

There was this different*' that 
while to the ancient Greek* the per¬ 
sons of the classic drama* were 
household names, a good part of the 
audience in Hyde Polk e.trfnot have 
known even that the spectacle waa 
entitled "Dido and Aieas." They 
were content, however, to sst tor 
standi In their thousands and to 
listen -and with remarkable gravity 
and attentiveness—to as much of 
Purcell’s music as floated to them. 

This music Is, of qouroe. chiefly 
famous for the great lament of Dido 
of Csrthage on the departure of her 
Trojan lover, a marvellous page. 
But It was less the solos that “told*' 
in these conditions than the choruses, 
dance*, und Interludes. These went 
extraordinarily well, and the conduc¬ 
tor. Mr. Geoffrey Hhaw., whose band 
woe In a thurque while his mass «ff 
singer* and dancers were disporting 
themselves over some hundreds 
yards of greensward, did marvels In 
co-ordinating such a scene. 

Hut It was the general picture that 
was chiefly the thing, and this pic¬ 
ture was delightful, given the Her- 
pentinr and the rich elms on Its far 
aide aa a background, and the play¬ 
ers In their scores all garbed not. In¬ 
deed. archaeologically, but very vi¬ 
vidly and gaily. 

Even the conductor, not to be a 
blot on the picture, wore a robe of 
many colors. The flayers had a 
sorrowful tale to tell In the luckless ] 
love and fate of the Carthaginian 
queen, but their spectacle added to 
ihe gaiety of An evening in Hyde 
Park.

Much an Instrument would be 
quite sufficient for the purpose for 
which It was intended—to |>relude or 
strike a note or two by way of ac¬ 
companiment to the song.

for the art of stopping had not then 
been discovered, nor how one string 
contains all harmonies as one ray 
of light all colors; hut each new 
note meant a new string. After four 
strings were added there wax a 
pauae. for none of the primitive 
stringed instruments that we know 
of have more than four strings. 

The next development of tht* primi¬ 
tive instrument or lute was to take 
Ihe step by which the true lyre came 
apt© being Thie was effected by cut¬ 
ting away part of the board at the 
bacl* ©f the strings and leaving an 
empty space, from the end of which 
to the other the strings ran. having 
Bow the* benefit of it frame to be 
fastened to and thus allowing fur 
tighter stringing than when they 
were merely confined by peg* at 
each end of the board. Or perhaps, 
the object of cutting waa to allow un¬ 
strings to be atruck Instead of 
twanged, and struck, that la to aay. 
by sofnething else than the fingers, 
as s piece of hone or metal, which 
would deal a sharp blow and make 
the string** sound louder. The 8cy- 
thlans struck the strings of their 
tyro with the Jawbone of a goat, and 
the Massaget#* struck their* with 
the splinters of spear*, and perhaps 
this may have been the reason Now 
the development, having proceeded 
thus far. In*tead of going on regu¬ 
larly through the lyre to fh# other 
stringed instruments, breaks Into 
two branches. These are: ill Ihe 
lute and It* descendant*, including

Sam Moore, of 
New York Oily, has succeeded in get¬ 
ting very agreeable music from the 
ordinary carpenter's saw.
